MONTREAL, March 16, 1979 -- Malcolm Muggeridge, author, lecturer, professor, 
humorist, will be the guest speaker at a lecture sponsored by Concordia's 
Graduate Students' Association, Friday, March 30, on the Sir George Williams 
campus. 

‘Muggeridge will be speaking on the topic "The Death of Christendom 
but not of Christ". The event is scheduled for 8:00 p.m. in Room H-110 
of the Hall Building, 1455 de Maisonneuve Boulevard West. It will be 
followed by a question-and-answer period. 

Muggeridge is currently journalist-—in-residence at the University 
of Western Ontario, where he is writing a book on "The Decline and Fall of 
the West". 

In addition to working as journalist for the Manchester Guardian, 
the Daily Telegraph, Punch and Esquire, he has published a number of books. 

Two volumes of his memoirs entitled Chronicles of Wasted Time have 
now been published and a third volume is nearing completion. 

Muggeridge's distinguished television career includes such 
productions as a weekly discussion series "The Question Why" and a narrated 
six-part series, produced by Nielsen-Ferns Inc. in association with the CBC, 
Time~Life Films, New York and Noranda Mines, entitled "A Third Testament", 
which led to a book by the same name. 

His most recent book is Jesus: The Man Who Lives.
